WASHINGTON - President Donald Trump suffered back-to- 
back legal blows Tuesday after a whiplash series of court dra- 
mas that left his former campaign chairman and his former 
personal fixer facing jail time. 

As the president flew to West Virginia for a rally, a federal 
jury in Virginia found his former campaign manager, Paul Ma- 
nafort, guilty on eight felony charges. Standing in a New York 
courtroom minutes later, longtime Trump attorney Michael 
Cohen acknowledged violating campaign finance laws and 
said he did so at Trump’s direction.

The finances of an intensely private Aretha 
Franklin soon will become very public in Oak- 
land County Probate Court because she appar- 
ently left no will or trust. 

Her four sons filed a document Tuesday af- 
ternoon listing themselves as interested par- 
ties in her estate. Franklin’s 
niece Sabrina Owens asked 
the court to appoint her as per- 
sonal representative of the es- 
tate. The case is assigned to 
Judge Jennifer Callaghan. 

“Twas after her for a number 
of years to do a trust,” said Los 
Angeles attorney Don Wilson, 
who represented Franklin in 
entertainment matters for the past 28 years. 
“It would have expedited things and kept them 
out of probate, and kept things private.” 

As Franklin’s attorney in copyright matters, 
song publishing and record deals, Wilson said 
he would have been consulted about her hold- 
ings for any estate planning purposes. 

Wilson said that at this point it’s impossible 
to place a dollar figure on the value of her song 
catalog. He did say that she maintained own- 
ership of her original compositions, which in-

It was not immediately clear if the outcome of either case 
had legal ramifications for the president, who has repeatedly 
dismissed both efforts.
